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1995  YEARBOOK  MESSAGE  FROM  THE  HEADMASTER 

At  a  conference  I  attended  recently,  the  keynote  speaker  brought  into  focus  an  important  aspect  of  the 
future  of  education  as  we  prepare  students  in  the  electronic  age.  What  will  be  different  is  that,  with  com- 
puters, students  will  be  in  control  of  what  is  arguably  the  most  powerful  tool  ever  invented.  To  a  greater 
extent  than  ever  before,  students  will  be  responsible  for  much  of  their  own  learning.  The  role  that  parents 
and  teachers  play  in  a  child's  education  may  be  fundamentally  different. 

Also,  as  students  communicate  more  broadly  on  the  information  highway,  their  communication  may  be- 
come all  too  superficial,  on  the  one  hand,  or  extremely  narrowly  focused,  on  the  other.  The  speaker 
warned  that  this  may  diminish  children's  communication  with  their  parents  because  they  may  seek  answers 
from  electronic  sources  of  information  rather  than  from  their  parents  or  other  adults  in  their  families  or 
communities. 

As  1  see  it,  then,  the  role  of  the  teacher  as  facilitator  in  the  wise  use  of  technology  will  be  more  vital  than 
ever.  The  speaker's  advice  to  parents  as  they  face  bringing  up  children  in  the  electronic  age  is  to  love 
them  and  to  teach  them;  and,  in  light  of  what  the  future  holds,  to  escort  them  carefully  on  this  electronic 
journey. 

It  is  in  the  escorting  that  I  believe  schools  can  be  helpful.  If  schools  of  the  electronic  age  are  to  have  mean- 
ingful roles  in  the  future,  I  believe  that  teachers  will  have  to  collaborate  even  more  closely  with  families. 
As  teachers  do  this,  schools  will  be  able  to  contribute  much  to  the  wise  use  of  a  new  and  exponentially 
greater  access  to  information.  Our  commitment  at  Selwyn  House  is  to  provide  the  atmosphere  where 
this  collaboration  can  be  achieved  comprehensively  and  responsibly.
